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Chy budget: 

Debts risnig, 
services cut

The quality of life In Montreal 
Is about to take a drastic turn 
for the worse according to 
Montreal Citizens’ Movement 
councillor Michael Falnstat. 

In a telephone Interview with 
the Daily Monday, Falnstat said 
that cutbacks are the result of 
"the real crisis the city Is going 
through due to its policy of 
uncontrolled spendng on pretty 
projects." 

Falnstat said the city’s debt 
service now claims 28 per cent 
of Its total proposed budget, up 
44 per cent from last year. In 
the face of its rising debt, the 
city has undertaken a program 
of widespread cutbacks In Its 
recreational and soclo-cultural 
programs. 

The Drapeau administration 
has decided to close 85 outdoor 
hockey rinks this winter. As 
well, municipal swimming 
pools have been closed Mon- 
days. Swimming pools have 
also had their opening times 
rolled back to 2 p.m. In the 
Drapeau administration’s rat- 
ionalization of recreational fac- 
ilities. 

"It’s not rationalization, it’s 
rationing. They’ve even closed 
Montreal’s central library on 
Sundays,” he said. 

The city has also raised rates 
In many of Its recreational 



programs. Art courses used to 
be free for anybody under 17 
years old. There is now a 
minimum charge of 7 dollars 
per course. 

Tuition has been raised for 
adults as well. Adult courses 
In photography, ceramics, etc., 
used to cost 10 dollars a year, 
but their rate has been raised to 
15 for a half session. 

The city has also raised the 
minimum enrolment required to 
hold a course. In the past, the 
administration used to accept 
60 per cent of recommended 
enrolment as a minimum. The 
new minimum Is 95 per cent. If 
a class needs 20 people and 
less than 19 register, the class 
will not be held. 

In anticipation of reduced 
demand for courses, the city 
has verbally ordered Its recrea- 
tional centres to reduce their 
staff by one-third In January. 
The staff cutbacks, coupled 
with rising rates "will put 
smaller local recreational cent- 
res In a terrible state as of 
January," said Falnstat.

The quality of life In Montreal 
Is about to take a drastic turn 
for the worse according to 
Montreal Citizens' Movement 
councillor Michael Falnstat. 

In a telephone Interview with 
the Dally Monday, Falnstat said 
that cutbacks are the result of 
"the real crisis the city Is going 
through due to Its policy of 
uncontrolled spendng on pretty 
projects." 

Falnstat said the city's debt 
service now claims 28 per cent 
of Its total proposed budget, up 
44 per cent from last year. In 
the face of Its rising debt, the 
city has undertaken a program 
of widespread cutbacks in Its 
recreational and socio-cultural 
programs. 

The Drapeau administration 
has decided to close 85 outdoor 
hockey rinks this winter. As 
well, municipal swimming 
pools have been closed Mon- 
days. Swimming pools have 
also had their opening times 
rolled back to 2 p.m. in the 
Drapeau administration's rat- 
ionalization of recreational fac- 
ilities. ^ 

"It's not rationalization, it's 
rationing. They've even closed 
Montreal's central library on 
Sundays," he said. 

The city has also raised rates 
In many of Its recreational 



programs. Art courses used to 
be free for anybody under 17 
years old. There is now a 
minimum charge of 7 dollars 
per course. 

Tuition has been raised for 
adults as well. Adult courses 
In photography, ceramics, etc., 
used to cost 10 dollars a year, 
but their rate has been raised to 
15 for a half session. 

The city has also raised the 
minimum enrolment required to 
hold a course. In the past, the 
administration used to accept 
60 per cent of recommended 
enrolment as a minimum. The 
new minimum Is 95 per cent. If 
a class needs 20 people and 
less than 19 register, the class 
will not be held. 

In anticipation of reduced 
demand for courses, the city 
has verbally ordered Its recrea- 
tional centres to reduce their 
staff by one-third in January. 
The staff cutbacks, coupled 
with rising rates "will put 
smaller local recreational cent- 
res In a terrible state as of 
January," said Falnstat. 

According to Falnstat, the 
outbacks "reflect the city's 
increasing concentration on 
elite sports rather than recreat- 
ion in its broadest sense."

They are changed by this experi- 
ence, each of them In her own way and 
each to a different degree. And only 
time will tell how great the change is 
and how true: how deep within 
themselves It goes. 

Last weekend seventeen women 
took a course In Wen-Do, women's 
self-defense. The Idea originated 
'-during Women's Week at the McGill 
Women's Union when a Wen-Do 
instructor spoke about the course, and 
generally, about violence against 
women and what women can do about 
it. The women present decided innm- 
edlately to hire the instructor for' an 
intensive weekend course. 

The most Important lesson of 
Wen-Do is that women are not 
helpless against men, and men are not 
Invulnerable. The course succeeds to 
the extent that each woman emerges 
at the end valuing herself and 
believing. in her power. For she must 
value herself In order to want to hurt 
her aggressor, and she must' have 
confidence in her ability to hurt him. 

The press reports rapes and beat- 
ings and murders of women; an escape 
from a would-be attacker, or retaliation 
by a woman against an attacker is 
evidently not considered newsworthy. 
But the truth, the little-known, the very 
significant truth, is that women can, 
and do fight- back. They escape male 
aggression, and they counter it. It Is 
true that In terms of rape, women 
cannot retaliate In kind. But woman can 
.retaliate In other ways. 

The course blends physical techn- 
iques with psychological equipment 
for defense. The instructor shared 
many stories of women fighting back. 
(She has taught over 2,300 women, and 
knows dozens of' stories.) These are 
the stories one does not see In the 
newspapers. They are important be- 
cause they are counter-examples to 
the weighty myth, the myth that 
crushes so many women: that when a 
man decides to attack a woman, it Is 
all over for the woman. 

Wen-Do Is woman's answer to that 
myth. It proclaims, “Men are mortal 
and men are vulnerable. And women 
are angry and women are powerful. We 
have not lost before we have fought." 

The Instruction Included discussion 
and redefinition of concepts Including 
aggression, power, strength, and 
rape. Aggression, the instructor em- 
phasized, does not mean only rape or 
beating. 

"If your brother twists your arm 
behind your back— and probably you ' 
all have brothers who did this — that Is 
an aggression. If a man handles you in 
the Metro— that Is an aggression." 



A woman need not have been beaten 
to have been raped. She need not have 
been held down or threatened with a 
guni A, husband who wields his 
financial power over his wife to coerce 
her sexually. Is raping her. Any man 
who uses force of any sort In order to 
' obtain sexual access to a woman Is a 
rapist. 

Another component of the course 
was advice on .“defensive living,” such 
as how to reside safely In an 
apartment, how to hitchhike safely. 

The women who took the course had 
reasons for doing so that differed In 
specificity and strength, but the 
common thread was fear or anger... 
"Violence is a reality." "I'm sick and 
tired of feeling paranoid on the street, • 
of feeling like a victim. And I thought, 
fother women 'are interested in the 
-course — so maybe I'm not crazy." "By 
.reducing fear, you can lead a normal 
life: women have a different view of 
the world bécause of fear of rape." 

The participants said they gained 
much from the weekend. 

"Talking really helped me see that 
I'm not alone." "I like to be part of a 
group of women meeting on something 
of common Importance and common 
commitment." "It gave me. a greater 
sense of solidarity with other women." 
"I've never felt so protective toward 
other women, and at the same time so 
supported by them. This problem 
belongs to all of us. Every rape hurts 



all of us, and every women's victory 
heartens us all." 

"It raised my consciousness yet 
again." "I think the course will make a 
lot of difference In wonien's lives. Not 
the techniques— rather the new cons- 
ciousness. The important thing is 
taking charge of your life." "I'm hoping 
it's Just a first step for people. The 
unfortunate thing is that a lot of 
women wouldn't even take such a 
course." “Every woman should learn 
Wen-Do.." 

There are no names In this article 
because there are still people In 
society who want women to be 
helpless. They do not support wom- 
en's education and training. And there 
are those who will joke, "Show me 
what you learned." But Wen-Do Is no 
joke. The techniques are not for fun. 
They are used in earnest. The women 
learned that they have the strength to 
prevent attacks, to Injure aggressors, 
and even— the ultimate power when 
the danger is ultimate— to kill. 

This' Is a sobering concept, a very 
difficult one to accept. But Wen-Do 
teaches: "Respond with reasonable 
force." That Is, use fatal techniques 
only when your life Is on the line, and 
when only fatal techniques will stop 
your attacker. Use them only in this 
case, but In this case do use them." 
The goal Is to want to bo violent when 
necessary, yet to remain haters of 



violence. 

During the course, several suggest- 
ions were made of actions one can 
take against violence toward women. 

A woman should take Wen-Do. One 
can staff at the Rape Crisis Center, 
which will open In December. One can 
step to the aid of a woman in danger. A 
woman can defend herself against 
everyday aggressions, loudly, so 
other women are encouraged, and— so 
other men are discouraged. 

"I am very much for public scandal,” 
the instructor declared. Make lots of 
noise when you are abused In public," 
she advised. 

"If a man honks at you as you cross 
the street, spit on his car. Maybe he 
will think twice before he honks at the 
next women. It is a hassle for you, but 
you may spare the next woman that 
abuse. Think of her If you are tempted 
to walk by passively.” 

A man who Is concerned should 
reflect on his everyday behavior, on 
whether he plays power games with 
women. If he truly condemns rape, he 
can join with others to patrol the 
streets so that women can walk there 
as safely as men do. 

How are the women different after 
this weekend?..."! see women as 
powerful beings." "I am angrier than 
ever, after two full days of thinking of 
violence, but calmer because I feel 
less vulnerable— or, I see men as 
more vulnerable." "It makes yoii feel 
confident, less afraid, ready to face 
the world with sureness. It's some- 
times hard to swallow: hard to be 
violent, to want to be violent." 

"I've repossessed my body. I used 
to feel it was mine conditionally, that I 
was at the mercy of every man in the 
street. Now my body's one with me, 
and no one will harm my body without 
first knowing the full ‘ fury of my whole 
self." 

"I can't isolate myself. I must work 
to help other women, to make them 
aware of how they can defend 
theméelves." 

"The weekend was almost a relig- 
ious retreat." "It takes fifteen years to 
learn karate— but after two days I feel 
more confident." 

"We must stand up to the little acts 
of aggression if we are to function as 
full human beings In society." "Femin- 
ist is human-beingist." 

Wen-Do is for all women. No 
previous training is necessary ;there is 
no age limit. No woman is too weak to 
do it or too strong to need it. No 
woman Is exempt from the threat of 
violence.

Nuclear weapons not 
adequately criticized

I The Issue of nuclear power had reached the International 
scene long before the nuclear accident at Three Mile Island, 

Pa. But while most of us are accustomed to associating 
nuclear energy with atomic power plants, we have 
overlooked the other dimension of nuclear power use which 
ominously overshadows man's every activity, moreso than 
any other form nuclear energy takes. At a time when man Is 
closer to attaining peace than In any other period of human 
history, many have forgotten the meaning of NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS PROLIFERATION. 

The Initial uses of nuclear energy were not motivated by 
the energy requirements of a rapidly developing Industrial 
society, as the U.S.A. The fact that two clear-cut 
orientations for nuclear energy use existed— peaceful and 
military,' It was the latter approach which prevailed. 

To this day there are over 350,000 Japanese and an 
undetermined number of Americans suffering from the use 
of nuclear weapons. 

Whereas the nuclear critics today, have come out In 
I protest against the Inadequate safety systems being used In 
I nuclear power stations, there Is a lack of motivation to 
publicly criticize the ongoing production of nuclear 
I weaponry and Its toxic waste by-products. 

I The record of past years shows that the military nuclear 
I program has often employed woefully Inadequate methods 
I of waste storage: 

. AttheU.S. government’s Hanford Nuclear Works (military 
I storage dump) In Washington State, over 100,000 gallons of 
highly radioactive wastes leaked from a thirty year-old 
I storage tank back In 1973; 

More than 400,000 gallons of high-level radioactive wastes 
have leaked Into the soil from tanks at the Richland & 
Savannah River, Georgia. 

Isn't Is peculiar that the mass movement opposed to 
nuclear energy emphasizes the complete cessation of all 
I nuclear power plant operations, and falls to condemn 
' nuclear armaments? 

I Has there been any mention of the deadly nuclear wastes 
from nuclear bombs production? 

I Do the American people realize that there exists over one 
hundred times more nuclear waste from nuclear weapons 
production In the U.S.A. alone, than the spent fuel from their 
nuclear power plants? 

Indeed, the nuclear critics are perfectly justified In 
demanding proper safety measures for nuclear plant 
facilities. But why the silence over nuclear weapons 
production? 

Is It that the risks are greater from the operation of a 
nuclear power plant than from the mere presence of a 
nuclear warhead? At present there are oyer 7,000 nuclear 
warheads situated in Western Europe alonel 

•Some people fear having a nuclear power station In their 
backyard. Well, how do the Europeans feel with nuclear 
bombs on their doorstep?! 

According to the Secretary-General of the United Nations, 
Kurt Waldheim, the existing stocks of nuclear weapons in 
the world are equivalent to more than 1 ,300,000 bombs of the 
Hiroshima type, capable of annihilating the world’s 
population 15 times over. 

Yes, the Intecnatlonal movement against nuclear energy 
existed long before the Three Mile Island accident. In fact 
the entire orientation of this movement was different. It 
wasn't nuclear energy per se that they opposed. It was the 
military aspect of nuclear energy use. I need only cite the 
I international condemnation of the Neutron Bomb In 1978, 
where literally millions of demonstrators In Europe and the 
U.S.A. protested against production of the neutron bomb. 

While some people may consider nuclear power plant 
safety the Immediate objective,' ti will do very little justice for 
a society built upon nuclear warheads. 

Let us never forget the Intimate link between the peaceful 
uses of nuclear energy and the proliferation of nuclear 
weapons! ^ *

Acupuncture Is being well 
received in the West, says Dr. 
Chin Kwo, who gave a two-hour 
presentation In the . Noel 
Fleldhouse Auditorium last' 
week. 

Invited to McGill by the East 
Asian StUdlesStudents* 
Association, Dr. Kwo, who has 
beea.practlcing medicine as an 
acupuncture specialist In 
Montreal since 1969,presented 
a slide show, lecture and 
demonstration, of this Chinese 
medical practice of treating 
disease and relieving pain. 

Used since ancient times, 
acupuncture has a mysticism 
about it due to Its exotic nalure. 
However, adapting with the 
times. It now ’Utilizes ejectricity 
and laser. 

Most people lack a complete 
understanding of how and why 
It works. Kwo assured everyone 
that it Is not a question of faith 
or belief on the part of the 
patient, that It wasn’t a placebo 
effect, but rather that 
acupuncture has definite im- 
munological effects. 

Kwo said the basic principle 
of , acupuncture is the 
awakening and circulating of 
the patient's own natural' 
energies. This Is done by in- 
serting a fine, sterile needle In a 
precise part of the body. 

Acupuncture has universal 
practicality and can affect what 



.conventional medicine labels 
as miracles. 

To sàtisfy the curiosity of the 
audience, which Included 
' medical students, skeptics and 
one very willing volunteer, Kwo 
gave a demonstration of his 
magic. 

Complaining of com- 
plications with her uterus, a 
volunteer removed the ap- 
propriate clothing and lay down 
for the doctor. 

Under the Cantonese 
medicine man’s attention, the 



patient seemed unafraid and 
comfortable and did not recoil 
when Kwo inserted his needle. 
■The peak of the whole affair 
came when Kwo really turned 
oh the jplce of his electrical 
apparatus. ' 

Reflecting on the experience, 
after redressing and recovering 
her composure, the patient said 
she was "feeling slightly 
elated, very relaxed and a'nice 
warmth in my belly.’’ 

Kwo also appeared rather 
happy and content.

Association Nationale des 
Etudiants du ’ Québec (ANEQ) 
members voted In a congress 
last weekend to postpone the 
final adoption of their 79 loans 
and bursaries demands to allow 
each Individual general assem- 
bly "to discuss, debate and 
take a stand on the Issue." 

"Not enough general 
assemblies have voted on the 
demands (20 up to now). We 
need a cnsensus before we 
begin the fight," said Central 
Council spokesperson Jean 
Latraverse at ANEQ’s special 
congress on loans and bur- 
saries in Thetfbrd Mines. Final 
decisions will be made at the 
enlarged central council on 
December 1 and 2nd. 

However, the 150 delegates 
representing 25 association 
members and 12 non-members 
agreed to continue the loans 
and bursaries fight and focus It 
on the Information and 
organization campaign already 
In progress. The themes are 
general accessibility to 
education, the right to 
education and the Improvement 



of students' financial con- 
ditions. 

Though they did not vote on 
the matter, student 
associations discussed the 
demands. This years’ demands, 
as proposed by the Central 
Council (CC) and adopted by a 
majority of CEGEPs (11 out of 
14), Include free education, 
recognition of Independence 
status for all post-secondary 
students - and non-resident 
status, abolition of students' 
minimal contribution and the 
abolition of loans in favor of 
bursaries.» 

The congress accepted the 
Central Council's action plan to 
limit this term's activities to 
Information dissemination. 

"We do not want the spon- 
taneity of last year to happen 
again. We will Inform and 
organize before going on 
strike," said CC member 
Grégoire Claverla.

Israel ^de-legitimized ’

The State of Israel and the 
Jewish poople are suffering 
from a "gradual process of 
de-legitimization" in the world 
community, says Yehuda Z. 
Blum, Israeli Ambassador to 
the United Nations. 

Speaking at the first session 
of the Israeli Institute of 
Montreal Sunday night, Blum 
outlined what he viewed as the 
underlying causes of a shift of 
world sympathy towards the 
Arab camp In the Middle East 
conflict. 

The fading of memories of 
the holocaust Is the starting 
point, said Blum. More than 
half the people alive today were 
born after World War II and "for 
them, history starts in the

The power of oil also weighs 
heavily in the balance of the 
Arab-lsraell standoff. Accord- 
ing to Blum, the oil embargo of 
1973 and the subsequent stren- 
gthening of the OPEC cartel 
have' been a major force In 
generating pro-Arab sympath- 
ies In this decade. 

The overall result, said the 
ambassador, has been a grad- 
ual deterioration of Israel’s 
image and the adoption of the 
institution of Zionism as a 
target for what is really resur- 
gent antl-semitism. 

The pressure that Is being 
brought to bear on Israel at 
present, said Blum, Is such 
that even Jews are beginning to 
have misgivings about their 



actions at times. However, he 
said, a study of the historical 
development of the mid-east 
situation shows clearly how 
misplaced such guilt feelings 
are. 

Explaining the official Israeli 
position on the Palestinian 
question, Blum said there is "no 
legal, historical or moral justif- 
ication for the creation of a 
Palestinian state in Judea and 
Samaria (the West Bank of the 
Jordan River) or in the Gaza 
District." 

"The claim according to 
which the Palestinian people 
are a homeless people is 
untrue,” said Blum. 

"A Palestinian state has 
existed for 35 years over three

to which he responded. Many 
have seen his Involvement In 
the Spanish Civil War In 1936 as 
the act of a desperate man, but 
I don’t think it was. He only.did 
what he felt he had to do." 

Historian Terry Copp spoke 
at the conference on the health 
of Montréal’s working class 
during the Depression. 

"During the '30s ap- 
proximately 28 per cent of 
Montreal’s population was 
engaged In a desperate 
struggle for survival," said 
Copp. 

“Relative to other cities in 
North America, Montréal 
possessed a very small number 
of first-rate hospitals. Few 
cities had a worse record of 
health care." 

revealed that the working class 
suffered the most from 
unemployment. 

"These figures suggest that 
the French-speaking 
Montrealers bore a 
disproportionate share of 
unemployment," said Copp. 

He denounced the relief 
program of the timé’ saying: 
“The whole drive of the relief 
organization was to cut down 
on the number of people 
eligible for benefits." The 
economic consequences of 
this were Insufficient food and 
Inadequate housing. This 
weakened the health of the 
unemployed andmade them 
more prone to disease. 

“At this time, the crisis In 
Montréal’s health care system 
came to a head," said Copp. 

"The society of the 1930s 
clearly had the capacity to 
reform the health care system 
in quite fundamental ways. It is 
one of the tragedies of the 
depression that it was so long 
Incoming." 



A conference on Norman 
Bethune, his times and his 
legacy, was held at McGill last 
weekend to commemorate the 
40th anniversary of Bethune's 
death In China on Novermber 
12, 1939. 

Among those who spoke 
were George Hatem, an 
American doctor who has 
worked In China since the 
Thirties, Dr. Wendell Macleod 
and Stanley B. Ryerson, co- 
authors of Bethune: The 
Montreal Years, and LIbble 
Park, author, nurse and com- 
munist of the 1930s. 

None of the speakers was so 
bold as to deal with Bethune's 
legacy. The closest to an 
evaluation of the "message" of 
Bethune's life was made by 
Ryerson. 

"A life that Is a message, 
must be one that Involves those 
to whom It speaks: and does so 
because we, the recipients, 
share In some way the core 
experience of the sender. The 
legacy Is a challenge. The 
message — a question."

Montreal 1940*s: 
Crisis the root 
of activism

The Cold War period in 
Quebec was characterized by 
Intense State repression that 
resulted in the formation of 
widespread worker organiza- 
tion, said Madeleine Parent, 
founder of the Confederation of 
Canadian seafarers, and textile 
workers’ organizer since 1942. 

In a lecture to the Bethune 
conference Saturday, she said 
the production of a "vast war 
arsenal" created a high demand 
for women in all sectors of the 
industry: “there was nothing 
women couldn't do". Through- 
out this time however, women 
were receiving up to 51 per cent 
of the salaries of their male 
counterparts. A no risk, high 
profit situation greatly benefit- 
ed government and industry 
owners at the expense of the 
work force, and created an 
Incontestable "cheap labour 
pool" of women. 

Deplorable working condit- 
ions, low and discriminatory 
salaries, few benefits, 60-hour 
weeks and high accident rates 
prompted mobilization of ind- 
ustry workers. Among those 
who unionized during the war 
were employees from General 
Electric, Westinghouse, Inter- 
national Nickel. 

Worker demands were mod- 
est since government Interven- 
tion had frozen wages and 
American unions had promised 
no strike action throughout the 
duration of the war. 



The years 1946-47 witnessed ^ 
the great strikes of Stelco, the g 
Canadian Marines, and textile j 
workers. These were victories - 
for the working class move- 
ments. 

In 1946 Parent herself organ- 
ized the decisive strike against < 
Montreal Cotton. She was 
arrested on orders of Maurice 
Duplessis; 4,000 militants pro- 
tested in the streets of Valley- 
field, demanding her liberation. 

According to Parent, busi- 
ness responded to the union- 
ization with massive firing, 
repressive measures and other 
cold war propaganda. The 
expansion of an anti-commun- 
ist wave in the United States 
provoked attacks against leftist 
wings of the labour movements 
which disarmed workers and 
discredited their struggles. 

The Cold War produced an 
expansion of the Catholic un- 
ions which became "less and 
less Catholic and more and 
more worker-oriented,” added 
Parent. 

Working class political act- 
ion in post-war Quebec was 
stifled by the rise of the Liberal 
Party under the slogan: A 
Union Of Democratic Forces 
Against Duplessis. Noting that 
the young Intellectual P.E. 
Trudeau was a particularly 
enthusiastic proponent of that 
slogan. Parent said: "Mr. Tru- 
deau has not changed much 
since those days." 





Ryerson:Bethiuie 
a product of his era

Dr. Norman Bethune 
responded heroically to the 
challenges of his era, but his 
example was not entirely 
unique in the view of his 
contemporary Stanley B. 
Ryerson. 

"Bethune was one of us", 
said Ryerson: "He, like a 
growing umber of Canadians 
In the early and m id-1 930s, 
joined the Left because he had 
grown convinced that an in- 
dustrial private enterprise 
society which stalled 
periodically and led to 
unemployment, poverty and 
insecurity for millions of 
working people was going to 
have to be replaced by a 
society arranged differently". 

"In Quebec, Hazen Sise the 
architect, Bethune the surgeon, 
and Miriam Kennedy, social 
worker, are three among some 
hundreds .who sharing the 
experience of the mass 
struggles of the Depression, 



joined the struggling, 
dedicated and oft-outlawed 
Left in Montreal, and across 
Canada”. 

"To be a social revolutionary 
meant. In the Thirties, becom- 
ing a Communist," he said. 

Bethune’s dream of a future 
socialist society in Canada, 
"had to face up to a present 
that threatened all its 
prospects: a present charged 
with the twin nightmares of 
mounting fascism and on- 
coming universal war". 

One should see in Bethune's 
life, not the wanderings of an 
adventurer, but the practical 
application of a revolutionary 
philosophy, said Ryerson. 

"In his leadership of com- 
munity political work for the 
security of the people's health. 
In Montreal, as In the anti- 
fascist anti-imperialist medical 
army sen/lce In Spain and then 
In China, Bethune expressed in 
action the world view he had 
made his own."

Dr. Norman Bethune's legacy is finally coming home. 
Nearly 40 years after his death in a remote part of China, 
Canadians are beginning to recognize that Bethune Is a 
legitimate, albeit long-neglected, historical Canadian figure. 

In the '30s he was known across the country for his 
contribution to medicine and for his political activism. He 
was young and-articulate and an inspiration to many of the 
people he met. In China he is revered as one of the true 
heroes of the revolution. Yet in Canada, his name appears in 
few if any history books. His legend has lived on only In the 
minds of those who knew him. 

Only in the past five years has the story of this man’s life 
been discovered by Canadian scholars. There Is now at least 
one good Bethune biography on the market, another on the 
way and one play and a Canadian film which explore his 
activities in Spain and China. 

All well and good. However, lest we forget, Bethune was 
born and raised and acquired a political conscience In 
Canada. Right here In Montreal, In fact. The fact that local 
scholars have ignored this reality is Indicative of two things. 

First, Canadians have been alienated from their own 
history. Few of us know anything more than the vague 
outlines of the forces that converged to create the Canadian 
federation. We are a nation of dispossessed. Second, the 
Canadian history that has been written has virtually Ignored 
the foundations upon which this nation was constructed. 
Sure we know that Van Horne is credited with building the 
transcontinental railroad. But how many of us know the 
history of the workers who pounded the spikes and tamped 
the ties that made the railroad? Nothing more than 
paternalistic patter has ever been written about the working 
conditions these thousands of men labored under or how 
many died In the process. It Is said the rail bed through the 
Rockies runs over the bodies of more Chinese laborers than 
It does ties. Working class history, as shocking and 
punctuated with crisis as it has been In Canada, has not 
been closely studied. 

As a champion of the working class and communist 
revolutionary, Bethune has been given trifling treatment by 
historians. His time in Canada, the 1930s, was a period of 
extreme social tensions. Who has documented the misery of 
the lives of those for whom he spoke? 

In this light, the McGill conference was a long overdue 
discussion of Bethune and his times. It is a first step toward 
the repatriation of a Canadian historical figure. 

The sour note that must be sounded before the back 
patting begins concerns the university administration and 
the conference organizers, the Bethune Foundation. 
Although the conference was organized for students, said 
media co-ordInator Marcel Knect, to gain an understanding 
of the man and his life, less than 20 students attended. 

The $15 entrance fee for students probably had a lot to do 
with It. The general lack of enthusiasm displayed by McGill 
officials was doubtless a more significant factor. The 
university charged the going rate for the use of its facilities, 
offered no significant financial contributions to help defray 
conference costs and did not send one official university 
representative. 

After all, Bethune was only a former professor at McGill 
and the conference was only attended by scholars from 
around the globe. 

Granted, the organizers of this $55,000 extravaganza, are a 
spendthrift lot (the Bethune Foundation being an "exclusive" 
and private organization). However, the lack of university 
participation In the conference Is a clear enough statement 
of Its disinterest. Nice trick for an organization supposedly 
exploring the frontiers of social understanding.

Blum said that the Israeli 
jovernment’s policy Is one of 
tllowing for “autonomy, which 
s not necessarily Indépend- 
ance", for West Bank Palestln- 
ans.

Blum told the audience that Israeli law,

Asked about recent develop- 
ments In the West Bank where 
the detention of Mayor Xîhak- 
ka of Nablus has led to the 
resignation of all Arab mayors 
In occupied territories, Blum 
replied that the mayor "has the 
reputation of one who has been 
stirring up trouble for a long 
time" and that he had already 
been detained by Jordanian 



psychoanalysis. This led him to 
question the basic paradigm of, 
modern-day science; that 
consciousness Is dependent on 
matter, and not vice-versa. 

Grof said the ability of a 
subject to experience the 
consciousness of other beings 
or even to be "In touch with the 
universe" cannot be explained 
with our present concepts. 
Often, subjects we're able to 
describe in detail acts or in- 
cidents about which they could 
know nothing. For example, 
one woman felt herself to bo a 
tree, and "experienced" 
photosynthesis. One* man 
thought he was a sperm. . 

Grof believes that such 
results are often discarded by 
scientists because they cannot 
be explained: “at a certain time 
the paradigm becomes a 
straitjacket." He explained that 
physics has transcended the 
Newtonian-Cartesian paradigm 
with the Elnstelnlan theory: 
why can't psychology do the 



same? Theories have. been put 
forward and they are presently 
being studied In the field of 
transpersonal psychology. 

Grof was chairman of an 



international conference on the 
subject which was held In 
Montreal last week. His talk 
was sponsored by. the McGill 
Debating Union.
